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PREFACE. 



This attempt to describe a peculiar class of books in the 
literature of our country, has long engaged the Editor's 
attention; and although it comprises several of little 
interest, except to the writers and to their immediate 
connexions, it will be found to contain many of considerable 
value, highly worthy the attention of those who take an 
interest in the study of the history, antiquities, and topo- 
graphy of their country. 

By privately printed books, the Editor means to designate 
such only, as were not intended by the writers for sale, 
and the circulation of which, has been confined entirely 
to their friends and connexions, or to those who took an 
interest in the matter contained in them. The difficulty of 
distinguishing such, will be easily understood by those who 
have paid any attention to the collecting books of this 
kind; and amongst the number herein enumerated, it is 
very probable that some will be found with a doubtful 
claim to appear in this catalogue. <Again, it is exceedingly 
difficult to distinguish between books secretly, and privately 
printed; — with the former, the Editor has not interfered, as 
they were to all intents and purposes printed for sale, and 
consequently foreign to the object he had in view. The 
earliest book which he has judged to be strictly entitled to

this claim, will be seen in the instance of the rare volume 
on the English Church, by Archbishop Parker; a work 
unquestionably printed for private circulation alone; on 
the examination of which, much pains has been bestowed. 
Previous to the time of Parker, and on the change of reli- 
gion, which called forth so many controversial publications 
from the advocates of different opinions, many were cir- 
culated without the printer or publisher's name : these, 
from this circumstance, have been frequently styled pri- 
vately printed; although there is little doubt they were 
secretly sold, the fear of prosecution preventing a more 
public sale. This was not the class of books which came 
within the Editor's intention to describe ; nor is he aware 
that if he had attempted it, he could have added much 
to the information which the labours of Strype, and others, 
have brought to light upon these books. 

Although he has been long engaged in collecting the 
materials for this work, he is sensible that many articles have 
escaped his search ; the peculiarity under which these works 
have for the most part been printed, rendering the task the 
more difficult — this, however, is invariably the case with 
attempts of this kind, and he could hardly have expected, 
had he longer delayed its appearance, to have rendered it 
much more perfect. 

It was not within his design to include pamphlets: the 
number of tracts which have been privately circulated in 
this shape, is too great, and in most cases they are of 
too ephemeral and uninteresting a nature, to have permitted 
him to make so considerable and so useless an addition to 
his volume : a few exceptions have been made, which the 
subject, or the celebrity of the writer, seemed to justify. 

The Editor has not felt himself at liberty to indulge 
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in any remarks of a critical nature; the circumstances under 
which these works have appeared, clearly preclude him 
from such a course: where notices of that nature appear, 
the source from which they have been derived is mentioned, 
and the opinion will be respected according to the value 
placed upon the authority. It was his intention to have 
added a catalogue of suppressed books ; but the length to 
which this work has extended, as well as the delay which 
would have been incurred, have induced him to abandon the 
design : he had made some progress in collecting materials 
for that purpose, which should the present attempt be 
favourably received, he may be induced to resume. 

The second portion of the work, consisting of an account 
of the publications from literary clubs, and private presses, 
will probably be found the more interesting : no pains have 
been spared to render it perfect, and the Editor's endeavours 
have been most liberally and kindly seconded by the different 
parties most able to give him information. 

Private presses appear to have existed at a very early 
date in this country: a slight sketch is here attempted 
of those which have come under notice, in the researches 
for books connected with this undertaking. At the period 
of the Reformation, the advocates of the ancient faith were 
compelled, from the fear of prosecution, and the severe 
punishment entailed on the printer of seditious works, as 
these were then styled, to avail themselves of a foreign press 
for the dissemination of their opinions. The inconvenience 
and delay thereby occasioned, naturally led to the establish- 
ment of a private press in this country. " The first 
appearance," says Johnson,* "of pamphlets amongst us, is

generally thought to be at the new opposition raised against 
the errors and corruptions of the church of Rome. Those 
who were first convinced of the reasonableness of the new 
learning, as it was then called, propagated their opinions in 
small pieces, which were cheaply printed; and what was 
then of great importance, easily concealed. These treatises 
were generally printed in foreign countries, and are not 
therefore, always very correct. There was not that oppor- 
tunity of printing in private; for the number of printers 
was small, and the presses easily overlooked by the clergy, 
who spared no labour or vigilance for the suppression of 
heresy. There is, however, reason to suspect that some 
attempts were made to carry on the propagation of truth, by 
a secret press ; for one of the first treatises in favour of the 
Reformation, is said, at the end, to be printed at Greenwich^ 
by permission of the Iuord of Hosts." 

Edward III. founded a convent at Greenwich, in 1376; but 
the record of its foundation is buried in much obscurity. In 
1486, Henry VII. however, granted a charter to the Francis- 
can Friars there established. In the reign of his successor, 
Katharine of Arragon was a great protector of tliis order, and 
one of its members was her confessor ; having taken up the 
cause of their illustrious patroness, when the divorce from her 
brutal husband was in agitation, that monarch, in revenge, 
suppressed the whole order throughout the kingdom. They 
assembled again, on the accession of Queen Mary, but 
Elizabeth finally suppressed the establishment, in 1559.* 

In the reign of Queen Mary, a small tract, purports to 
be printed at Greenwich, entitled Afaythful Admonycion of 
a certain trewe jxutor and jrrophete sent into the Germancs, Sfc.

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now translated into Inglyshe^ §*c." At the end it is stated, 
Imprynted at Greenwychy by Conrade Freeman* in the month 
of May, 1554. Dr. Cotton,* however, is of opinion, that 
it was executed in the Low Countries, or Switzerland : 
a copy of the tract is in the Bodleian Library. 

In the reign of Edward VI., a press is said to have been 
in action in Devonshire, about the period when the insur- 
rection in that county, broke out against the authority of 
that monarch. So great appears to have been the annoyance 
which the existence of private and unlicensed presses gave 
to the ruling powers, that it is reported to have given rise in 
the reign of Queen Mary, " to a charter granted to certain 
freemen of London, in whose fidelity no doubt she confided, 
entirely prohibiting all presses but what should be licensed 
by them — which charter is that, by which the Company 
of Stationers in London is at this time incorporated, "f 

In the reign of Queen Elizabeth, a private press was 
erected at Wandsworth, where the Nonconformists esta- 
blished in 1572, a presbytery, " the first born of all the 
presbyteries in England."! The most active member of 
this establishment, was Thomas Cartwright, the brother-in- 
law of Stubbs, who with Page, " had their right hands cut 
off with a cleaver, driven through the wrist by the force of 
a mallet, upon a scaffold in the market-place at Westmin- 
ster,'^ for being concerned in the publication of a pamphlet 
against the projected match between Queen Elizabeth and 
the Duke of Anjou; styled in the proclamation in 1579, as

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"a lewd seditious book, rashly compiled and secretly 
printed." Herbert* mentions a book, entitled Certain 
Articles, $fc., said to have been privately printed at Wandsor 
[Wandsworth], near London, 8vo. 1572. 

" This junto,' ' says Collier, f " published a great many 
venomous pamphlets, under the disguise of Martin Mar- 
Prelate." The same authority says, " The Puritan libels 
were generally printed by one Walgrave ; he had a 
travelling press for this purpose ; 'twas removed from 
Moulsey, near Kingston upon Thames, to Fawsley, in 
Northamptonshire. The next stage was Norton; from 
Norton 't was shifted to Coventry." 

The exertions of the ministers of Elizabeth at length 
broke up the press at Wandsworth. It is said to have been 
established again at Esher, and conducted in such secresy, 
as to have defied all the efforts made to destroy it From 
this press issued the pamphlets, directed against Archbishop 
Whitgift ; and, when finally put down at Manchester, by 
the Earl of Derby, where the printer and press were both 
seized, it was employed upon the well-known pamphlet, 
called More Work for a Cooper. " Never," says Mr. 
D'Israeli, \ " did sedition travel so fast, nor conceal itself so 
closely ; for they employed a moveable press ; and as soon 
as it was surmised that Martin was in Surrey, it was found 
he had removed to Northamptonshire, while the next 
account came that he was shewing his head in War- 
wickshire." These proceedings of this sect appear to have 
been finally extinguished by Elizabeth; and no more is

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heard of them until 1635, when Heylyn says,* they again 
made their appearance. 

The reign of the peaceful James appears to have been 
little disturbed by the productions of private presses, 
although the work of Vorstius, ' De Deo? published on 
the Continent, which was publicly burnt here, gave him 
considerable uneasiness ; and was the subject of a long 
diplomatic correspondence^ The reign of his unfortunate 
successor has been well styled by Johnson, the " Age of 
Pamphlets." The British Museum contains the celebrated 
collection of the tracts published on both sides of the then 
prevailing controversy, consisting of upwards of two thou- 
sand volumes. This valuable series was presented to the 
nation by the munificence of George III. More than 
one hundred volumes in this collection were clandestinely 
printed at private presses, all traces of which are now 
obliterated. 

During the puritanical reign of the usurper Crom- 
well, Rinuccini, the Pope's legate, established presses at 
Kilkenny and Waterford, for the purpose of disseminating 
those doctrines which he conceived to be essential to the 
interests of his master.:); Dr. O'Connor styles them vile 
publications. § 

In the reign of James II. Obadiah Walker " set up cases 
of letters and a press in the back part of his lodgings, 
belonging to him, as Master of University College, where

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he printed the works of Ab. Woodward, his quondam tutor, 
and would have printed many more (all, or most, against the 
Church of England), had King James II. continued longer 
on the throne." * 

Among the tracts printed at this press, was, Some Reflec- 
tions^ by Thomas Deane, Fellow of University College, 
an. 1688, Ato. Walker had a license granted to him by 
the King, dated May 1686, for the exclusive sale of certain 
books for twenty-one years. The list of them is printed in 
the second volume of Gutch's Miscellanea Curiosa : they are 
all in favour of the Roman Catholic religion. 

Dr. Lee, in a memorial, states that at Holyrood House 
several papers and works were printed, by the authority of 
James II. 

Few traces remain of private presses after this time, the 
necessity for establishing them having pretty well subsided, 
from the tranquillity consequent on the Revolution. Politics 
and religion, the two prime agents which supplied these 
secret presses, being generally allowed to state their claims 
and advance their arguments with tolerable freedom. The 
Rebellion in Scotland may perhaps have given rise to a 
temporary establishment of such a press. Dr. Cotton men- 
tions, that a private press appears to have been once 
established at Ragland Castle, in Monmouthshire; from 
whence issued, A Collection of Loyal Songs, Poems, tft. said 
to be privately printed, in 1750.f 

The purposes to which the institution of private presses 
have been applied in later days, have differed considerably 
from those of former times. The more elegant branches

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of literature, poetry, history, and topography, have sup- 
planted the controversies of the religious bigot and political 
partizan. 

To the slight but imperfect sketch already given, there 
remains but little to add. The first that occurs, is that of a 
press established at Glynde, near Lewes in Sussex ; a seat 
belonging to the late Lord Hampden, which Dr. Cotton 
states to have been erected in the year 1770. 

The Bodleian Library contains the first sheet only of a 
poem, called The Summer Day, a Descriptive Pastoral, 4to. 
Glynd, 1770. 

The celebrated John Wilkes had a press at his house, in 
Great George Street, Westminster, where he printed two 
works, mentioned in this volume.* 

At Hafod, in Cardiganshire, now the property of his 
Grace the Duke of Newcastle, its late owner, Mr. Johnes, 
established a press; from whence issued, as is well known, 
the Chronicles of Froissart, Monstrelet, and Joinville; works 
which, independent of their typographical excellence as the 
productions of a private press, have conferred a lasting 
benefit on the literature of the country. 

At Hartwell, in Buckinghamshire, when occupied by the 
exiled Royal Family of France, it is said that a press was 
used for the purpose of printing proclamations, and other 
small pieces, in support of the claims of die House of 
Bourbon. 

This imperfect account of private presses cannot better be 
closed than by the notice of that established at Winter 
Harbour, off Melville Island, by Captain Parry and his 
enterprising companions, in 1819 and 1820, when the sound

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of the tympan and frisket were heard, for the first time, 
amid " a bleak expanse, shagged o'er with wavy rocks, 
cheerless and void," and the North Georgia Gazette and 
Winter Chronicle, made its first appearance. 

In the present volume will be found a more particular 
history of other private presses, the number and importance 
of their productions appearing to demand a more complete 
account 

Nothing now remains for the Editor, than that he should 
discharge one of the pleasantest parts of his duty; namely, 
that of acknowledging the great kindness and valuable 
assistance he has received. 

To enumerate all the different parties who have taken an 
interest in his undertaking, — who have aided him by their 
advice, and furnished him with several valuable communi- 
cations, he would have to record a list which, however gra- 
tifying to himself, would most probably weary the reader's 
patience, and appear like an endeavour to throw over his 
work an air of consequence and value far beyond its deserts. 
In the work itself will be found his acknowledgments to 
several friends, for particular assistance; but, although he 
refrains from swelling his list with the names of all to 
whose kindness he is indebted, he cannot content himself 
without particular mention of a few, whose assistance has 
been most material. 

From the earliest announcement of his intentions, the 
Venerable Archdeacon Wrangham has constantly favoured 
him with numerous and important communications, drawn, 
for the most part, from his own valuable library, rich in 
books of the class herein described. 

The Venerable Archdeacon Cotton, whose bibliogra- 
phical knowledge is too well appreciated to require the 
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feeble tribute of his pen, the Editor has to thank for several 
curious communications, and for his readiness in answering 
inquiries, which he has had occasion to trouble him with. 

To the Rev. Dr. Lamb, Master of Corpus Christi 
College, Cambridge, he begs to return his thanks for his 
condescension in examining Archbishop Parker's work, not 
only in the Library of his own College, but in other 
Libraries of that University. 

To the Rev. Dr. Bandinel, Keeper of the Bodleian 
Library, Oxford, and the Rev. John Lodge, Keeper of the 
Public Library, at Cambridge, his thanks are due, for the 
great kindness with which they forwarded his views, and 
facilitated his access, not only to the treasures entrusted to 
their peculiar care, but to the various other Libraries dis- 
persed in the different Colleges of the two Universities; 
and from the Keepers of which he is bound, for the most 
part, to acknowledge the greatest attention to his wishes. 

To the Rev. Dr. Bliss, his acknowledgments are due, for 
the very lively interest he has displayed in seconding his 
wishes during his visits to Oxford. 

To Charles George Young, Esq., F.S.A., York Herald, 
his thanks are pre-eminently due. The readiness with 
which that gentleman renders his valuable assistance to 
any literary undertaking, is well known; and the present 
work has had the benefit of his suggestions, and been 
enriched by several of the most important and valuable 
books described in it. 

To Mr. Thomas Moule, he has to render his sincere 
thanks, not only for several interesting communications, 
but for the benefit of his correct taste, in many of the illus- 
trations dispersed throughout the volume. 

From the Shakspeare Press, several of the works herein 
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described have issued; and to Mr. Nicol, the proprietor of 
that establishment, he is indebted for valuable hints with 
respect to the works printed by him, as well as for some 
very interesting information, which without his kindness 
he should have been unable to have obtained. 

The Editor regrets that the expenses necessarily incurred 
in printing this work, have been so considerable as to make 
it necessary to fix a high price upon it ; which he trusts will 
not be considered unreasonable, when it can be truly 
stated that the sale of all the copies will not pay the cost 
But he will feel amply rewarded for the labour this attempt 
has cost him, should it be found worthy a place among 
the few bibliographical works of this country; and, in the 
words of the Historian of the AWine Press, "il con- 
serve Pespoir qu'au moins par un petit nombre de personnes 
bien dispones en sa faveur, son livre ne sera point juge 
labor irritus et incasgum"

It is not easy to ascertain, at this remote period, whether many of the 
works which arc called privately printed, are strictly entitled to that 
distinction. The absence of a publisher's name is by no means a certain 
indication ; many of the volumes were written on point* of religious or 
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political controversy, and being obnoxious to the prevailing system, 
were naturally put forth in a manner that might not draw down the 
arm of the law upon the printer; but that they were distributed secretly, 
and might be purchased by the members of the sect whose opinions they 
supported, there can be little doubt Many were imported from abroad : 
a list of them may be seen in Strype's Life of Parker,* — these bearing no 
place or publisher's name, are frequently designated as privately printed ; 
an erroneous conclusion, as it was simply from fear of prosecution that 
these marks are found wanting. 

The rare and curious volume now under consideration may, however, 
justly be entitled a privately printed volume. The copy which Arch- 
bishop Parker sent to the Lord Treasurer Burghley, was accompanied 
bv a letter. f in which he states: — 

" The reason of his employing himself in this study, was to make 
compensation for his not preaching oflener. For neither his health nor 
quiet would suffer him to be a common preacher; yet he thought it not 
unfit for him to be otherwise occupied in some points of religion, for his 
meaning was by that his poor collection, thus caused to be printed and 
yet reserved to himself, to note at what time Augustin, his first predeces- 
sor, came into England, &c." The work was printed at Lambeth, by 
John Day: the archbishop states in another part of the same letter, 
•'that he had within his house in wages, drawers [of pictures], and 
cutters [that is, engravers], painters, limners, writers and book- 
binders." 

The archbishop's share in this compilation has been a matter of con- 
siderable dispute. In the letter above mentioned, he states it to have 
been the amusement of his leisure hours ; and Dr. Drake, in the preface 
to his edition, is of opinion that Parker was himself the author. The 
fair conclusion, however, will I think be that the archbishop received 
considerable assistance, the chief of which was from Dr. Ackworthj 
and Josselyn his secretary. In the copy in the Lambeth library, there arc

; Dr. Georg»» Ackworth had been orator of the University of Cambridge, 
and liecutne an inmate of Parker's house about 1570 ; which Strype observes, 
" was a kind of common receptacle for learned and ingenious men." 
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several manuscript papers, letters, and notes ; among them will be found 
some proofs that Ackworth and Josselyn had a considerable share in 
the compilation. At the beginning of the Life of St Augustine,* we find 
this note: "These 24 pages of St Augustine's Life were thus begun by 
George Ackworth, Dr. of laws, at the appointment of Mathew Parker 
Archbishop of Canterbury, and the lives of all the Archbishops should 
have in this course been perfected — (some words not intelligible)— but 
deth prevented it." Dr. Ackworth was living in 1576, but how long after 
is not known. In the title page of the History, in the same copy, 
is the following note : " This historie was collected and penned by John 
Josselyn, one of the sons of Sir Thomas Josselyn, Knight, by the 
appointment and oversight of Mathew Parker, Archbishop of Cant; 
the said John being entertained in the said Archb. house, as one of his 
Antiquaries, to whom, besides the allowance afforded to hym in his house, 
he gave to hym the parsonage of Hollinbourn in Kent, &c." There can 
be little doubt that the plan of the work was laid down by the archbishop ; 
and although he received considerable assistance in its progress, the 
materials were chiefly supplied from his own collections of ecclesiastical 
history. 

The number of copies printed must have been very small. In the letter 
already quoted, the author states, " he had not given to four men in 
the whole realm ; and peradventure, it shall never come to sight abroad, 
though some men, smelling of the printing it, were very desirous cravers 
of the same." Dr. Drake states, at the period he was preparing his new 
edition, that he had met with twenty-one copies. I have taken some 
pains to trace out those existing at the present time, the list of which is 
as follows : — 

1. The British Museum, Queen Elizabeth's copy. 

2. In the same library, Lord Arundel's copy. 

3. Lambeth Library. 

4. Cambridge Public Library, Bishop Moore's copy, and formed one 
of the collection presented to that University by George I.

Baker mentions a copy of this work, with various notes in the hand- 
writing of Sir John Parker (the archbishop's son), and adds, " this copy 
is now in the possession of Lord Sunderland." It is, perhaps, now 
at Blenheim. 

16. Eton College Library. This copy, which is one of the books 
presented by Storer, was formerly Mr. Tutet's, who purchased it at 
West's sale, with the rare portrait by Hogenberg, for 21. 2*. The 
portrait has been taken out, and placed in the celebrated illustrated 
Granger in that library. The following note is in Rawlinson's hand- 
writing, " collated, and according to my best thoughts, this edition per- 
fect." It has a few illustrations added to it, and has a modern blue 
morocco binding, but the binder has played sad work with the margin. 

These are all the copies I have been enabled, after considerable in- 
quiry, to discover;* all of which I have collated. In Lord Spencer's 
copy, most obligingly sent from A 1 thorp for my inspection, I find a note 
of his lordship's, stating that there is a copy at Holkham. Whether the 
splendid copy sent to the Lord Treasurer, which Parker states " that 
he had bound it costly, and laid in colours the arms of the Church of 
Canterbury, empaled with his own paternal coat," still remains in the 
library of his descendant, I have been unable to ascertain. 

It has been observed that no two copies of this work have been found 
alike ; and I can bear witness to the truth of the assertion in those I 
have collated. For this there is perhaps a prima facie reason in Parker's 
own words : who says — " For the present he purposed to keep it by 
him, while he lived, to add and mend as occasion should serve him, or

the Dean and Chapter at Durham. 
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utterly to suppress it, and to bren it." The variations are however so 
singular, that long as this account already is, I trust the rarity of the 
volume will excuse my giving some account of them as they occur in 
the copies enumerated above. 

The collation of Nos. 1 and 2 will be found in Lowndes's Bibliographical 
Manual, and I apprehend these to be the earliest copies that issued 
from Parker's press. Queen Elizabeth's is bound in green velvet; the 
title pages with the arms of the bishoprics are illuminated, and on 
vellum. The volume is ruled throughout Lord Arundel's copy " Ex 
dono Mathei Cantuariensis Archiepiscopi," has no vellum leaves; but 
the arms of the bishoprics, with some of the capital letters, are illu- 
minated. These two copies, with the one presented to Burghlcy, most 
probably form part of the four the archbishop states as having been 
presented by him ; since it is pretty certain that he would present his 
royal Mistress and her principal officers with the first that issued from 
the press. In page 4 (of these two copies) — Augustine, the lines 
commencing " adde quod " are printed in two columns, and in italics ; 
at page 95, the enumeration of bishops and abbots, after the bishop 
of London, ends thus — " cum multis aliis episcopis et abbatis ut en 
Archiuis patet;" this distinction prevails also in Nos. 4 and 10. 

In all the other copies (with the exception of Mr. Grenville's), which 
I apprehend to have been printed subsequently, the verses will be found 
not in double columns, but in long lines, and in Roman characters. The 
"multis aliis" are enumerated, occupying nearly half a page; with 
these copies also the Life of Parker,* printed in 1576, will frequently 
be found; which is not the case with those which are considered the 
earlier ones. 

I proceed to notice the variations from the copies No. 1 and 2, in 
the British Museum. 



• " Fur it is to be known, that our archbishop's life was written in elegant 
Latin, ami ready for the printing, under the title of Matthseus; and though it 
came not forth with the n»t of the Lives in the aforesaid book, yet it got into 
the press afterwards, and, as it seems, in the archbishop's life-time, and with 
his privity. Those (and they very few) that were printed, were kept carefully 
undispened (I believe) in the archbishop's own possession till his death."

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No. 3. — Lambeth copy : contains in addition a single leaf, entitled, 
" Cantriae status ab adventu Caesaris," signed B. C, who is stated to be 
•Barth. Clerk, postea Decanus de Arcub Lond. Life of Parker, 
pp. 1 — 23. On the last leaf is the rare portrait of the archbishop. Two 
copies of the leaf of the wood-cut of the public schools, with Elizabeth 
at the back of one only. De Scholarum Collegioruinque; two leaves 
paged at the bottom, 27, 8, 9, 30. Catalogus Cancellm, &c. ; the arms 
of the colleges at the back, those of St. Peter and the University are 
as now borne : sec remark on this, page 9. No vellum leaves in this copy : 
the title is written, and not printed : Scholarum Pub. Extructio is want- 
ing. It contains also the Life of St. Augustine; A — c, in fours, printed 
in three columns, the text in the centre, and a commentary on both 
sides, of which Drake, who has reprinted it in his edition, says — " Fusior 
Augustini historia; opus rarum, ac nisi quatuor in cxemplaribus frustra 
quserendum." It will be found in the Bodleian, No. 8; in the Chapter 
library of Westminster, No. 14; and in the Eton copy, No. 16. 

No. 4. — Cambridge; De Scholarum, &c, two leaves — the title pages 
and the arms of the bishops are on vellum, and emblazoned ; the volume 
is ruled throughout with red lines; the capitals are illuminated. The 
single leaf "ac prater," the "list of books," "Scholarum publicarum 
extructio," and errata, are wanting in this copy, which contains several 
marginal notes in the hand-writing of Parker. 

No 5. — Cambridge. This copy contains the Life of Parker, pp 1 — 18 
(17, a single leaf, printed on one side only), 19, 20, 21, 22 (23 not paged); 
the arms of Peter House and Cambridge correct. 

No. 6. — Peter House. This copy contains the Life of Parker — but 
is very imperfect — it wants the title, last leaf of the preface, and pages 
247, 8, 9, 50. 

No. 7. — Bodleian. This copy contains the Life of Parker. Catalog. 



• Dr. Bartholomew Clerk was a member of the university of Cambridge, 
and admitted in King's College in 1554; he was a very good scholar, and 
had an excellent Latin style : through the interest of Parker and Burghley, he 
was made, after 'much opposition on the part of Elizabeth, Dean of the 
Arches. 
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Cane: the wood-cut with the arms of Peter House and Cambridge, 
incorrect. Another leaf, the same with the arms, correct. Two copies 
of the wood-cuts of the schools as in No. 3. 

No. 8. — Bodleian. This copy contains the rare portrait. Life of Parker. 
The wood-cut of Peter-house and Cambridge, incorrect. It contains also 
the History of Augustinus. 

No. 9. — Merton College. This copy contains the Life of Parker, and 
two leaves of the wood-cut of the schools as in No. 7. The title is 
wanting — is supplied by a leaf with a wood-cut from some other volume; 
pp. 311, 12, 13, 14, are supplied by MSS. 

No. 10. — Magdalen College. This copy is very imperfect The arms 
of the bishops, from Lanfrancus, p. 93, to Baldwinus, 127, have been cut 
out and pasted over the initial letter. The lines, "adde quod,'* and 
the archbishops, &c, as Nos. 1 and 2. 

No. 11. — Lord Spencer's. This copy contains the Life of Parker; 
the title-page is on vellum; the leaf of the arms of the archbishops on 
vellum, illuminated; and the Catalog. Cancel, with the arms of colleges 
also on vellum, the arms only illuminated ; the leaf of the public schools, 
with Elizabeth, is also on vellum, the title illuminated. The arms of 
Peter House and Cambridge incorrect This copy wants, in "Dc 
Vetustate," pp. 57, 58, G3, G4. It contains the rare portrait. 

No. 12. — Mr. Grenville's. This copy contains the Life of Parker; 
with the rare portrait, and Woodburn's copy of it;* but it is very im- 



* The distinctions between the original and copy in Mr. Grenville's are these : 
In the inscription round the portrait, in the original, there is a mark of 
abbreviation over "mudus," not in the copy. The figures are 70 in the 
original, 69 in the copy; the date 1573 in the original, 1572 in the copy: 
the same variations prevail in Mr. Russell's impression of the portrait, in the 
copy at Kton, the Duke of Buckingham's, that at Lambeth, and in Messrs. 
Colnaghi's. Mr. Woodburn says, that his was copied from an impression with 
the mark and figures exactly as he has copied them, but he has no recollection 
where that impression is at thin time. It is remarkable that all the original 
impressions I have seen, have evidently had the dates corrected since the 
engraving was executed ; impressions therefore of the portrait in the state of 
Mr. WoodbunTs copy, must he \ cry early, and 1 apprehend very rare; the 
original copper- plate is supposed to be in eiistence. 
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perfect : there is however a singularity in this copy which I have found 
in no other. The lines at p. 4, of Augustine, are not in columns, but 
in long line : and the enumeration of the abbots and bishops ends with 
the bishop of London, &c. " ut in Archiuis patet." In all other copies, 
when the lines have been printed in this manner, the bishops have 
always been enumerated at length. 

No. 13. — The Rev. T. Russell's copy is certainly a very fine one as far 
as it is complete, but it unfortunately wants several of the addenda, viz. 
the Catalogus Cane. ; the wood-cut of the public schools ; Catalogus, six- 
teen pages, &c. : but, to compensate in some degree for these defects, 
it contains a very fine impression of the portrait of the archbishop in 
its genuine state— and the volume is most admirably bound in blue 
morocco, by C. Lewis. 

No. 14. — In the library of the Dean and Chapter of Westminster. 
This copy, although very incomplete, is remarkable for containing the 
History of Augustine, mentioned in No. 3, but which has evidently been 
inserted after it had been bound. 

No. 15. — Corpus Christi College. This copy wants the title page. 
The arms of Peter-House and Cambridge are incorrect — it is rather 
singular, that although Parker was so great a benefactor to this college, 
it did not possess a copy of his work, until Baker presented it 

No. 16. — Eton College. This copy, which is certainly a very complete 
one, has the title page and the cut of the public schools on vellum ; 
the Life of Parker, and the rare "History of Augustine." The list of 
books given by Parker to his college is in MS.: there are several 
marginal notes ; and a letter from Dr. Drake, who consulted it for the 
purpose of the new edition. 

In those copies originally, as I imagine, issued by Parker, the two 
following variations will be observed from what I consider to be those 
issued subsequently, viz. — on the wood-cut \ea£, " Catalogus Cancellm." 
with the arms of the colleges at the back, the armorial bearings of Peter- 
House will be found on a shield gules, charged with two keys saltierwise; 
the arms of the University, a bridge, with the waves issuing through 

c 
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three arches ; above this device is an interior of a room, with a doctor 
seated and capped, between two priests standing in robes. 

In the biter copies, the anna of Peter-House will be found as now 
borne, viz. — Paly, or, and gules on a border of the second, an orle of 
crowns, and of the University, gules, on a cross ermine between four 
lions passant guardant, or, a Bible clasped and garnished. 

The at mi of Cambridge, as now borne, were granted in 1575; and 
from Parker being so closely connected with Cambridge, and perhaps 
being consulted on the grant, he very naturally had the erroneous bear- 
ings altered. In the copies No. 1 and 2, now in the British Museum, 
the corrected arms of Cambridge will be found pasted over the others, 
but those of Peter-House remain incorrect 

The edition of llanau, folio, 1605, has been reprinted from one 
of the early copies, as the bishops and abbots end with " Archiuis patet ;" 
in Dr. Drake's edition, 1 729, although they are enumerated, yet the arms 
of Peter-House and Cambridge are printed from the wrong armorial 
bearings. 

It is impossible to conclude this account without bearing testimony 
to the noble example which this eminent prelate held forth in the 
encouragement of learning and learned men, winch is shewn not only 
in the publication and embellishment of this singular volume, but in 
the collection of curious and rare books which his library contained, 
now in Ben'ct College. 

The wood-cut here given is taken from his work, and is supposed to 
represent the archbishop preaching.

but I was unable, as well as Mr. Upcott, to obtain a sight of it 

An account of this school will be found in Mr. Carlisle's work on 
endowed grammar schools ;• its present condition is described as at a 
very low ebb. Several eminent men have been educated here in earlier 
days; amongst others, John Fell, Shakerly Marmion, Antony Wood, 
and Pocock the orientalist The monument of the founder and his 
wife is in the chancel of the church, in the costume of the time of Eliza- 
beth. The school room is spacious, and well proportioned.

The collation of this very rare topographical volume will be found in 
Mr. Upcott's work on Topography. The original copies have no title 
page; the scarcity of the index induced the Rev. Morgan Cove, pre- 
bendary of Hereford, to reprint, in 1813, at his own expense, twelve 
copies, being sheets Xxxxxxxx to Ddddddddd; in all 28 pages. Dr. Cove 
also printed the same number of copies of a title page, and a brief his- 
torical descent of the manor of Marden, 2 pages [from Duncomb's Here- 
fordshire]. These reprints were all executed by Thomas Davies, printer, 
Hereford, and are nearly a fac-simile of the type of the original volume. 

These collections contain authentic extracts and transcripts of injunc- 
tions, records, &c, the originals of which were difficult of access, and 
many, in all probability, no longer exist Thomas, Earl of Coningsby, 
who compiled this laborious work, and printed it at his own cost (pro- 
bably in London), attempted to establish, by the documents he had col- 
lected together, claims on private property in Marden, Amberley, and 
other places in the vicinity, which he conceived ought to have belonged 
to him in right of his tide of lord of the manor of Marden, which manor 
was purchased by him in 1717. 

"In the old tower at Hampton Court f there were some perfect and 
imperfect copies ; but it is supposed these rare volumes were by mistake

The noble compiler of this volume was the first Earl of Coningsby, so 
created in 1719, and died in 1729: his daughter Margaret was' created 
Viscountess Coningsby of Hampton Court, but the title became extinct 
on her death in 1761.

" Dr. Thomas Burnet had written a treatise, ' De Statu Mortuorum et 
Resurgentium,' of which he had a few copies printed for the use of 
himself and his friends. One of these, after the author's death, happened 
to fall into Dr. Mead's hands ; who not knowing the author, but liking 
the book, had twenty-Jive copies handsomely printed in quarto : Mattaire 
revising the press, who made many blunders, by inserting manuscript 
notes and additions from the author's interleaved copy into improper 
places of the text, Mr. Wilkinson, of Lincoln's Inn, who was executor 
to Dr. Burnet, lent Dr. Mead afterwards a corrected copy, of which 
Dr. Mead was at the expense of printing fifty copies, with a caution 
prefixed, to those chosen few on whom the book was bestowed, not to 
suffer it to be translated, or reprinted and published; but this did not 
prevent a bad translation and a spurious edition soon after getting abroad. 
So, to do justice to the author's memory, Mr. Wilkinson himself caused 
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an octavo edition to be printed and published, as well of this book as of 
another, entitled, ' De Fide et Officiis Christianorum,' of which Lord 
Chancellor Macclesfield had prevailed on him to suffer as many copies 
to be printed, and in the same size, as Dr. Mead's edition of the ' De 
Statu Mortuorum et Resurgentmm.' These gentlemen, with Mattaire, 
are the three persons whom Wilkinson means, but does not name, in the 
preface to his octavo edition of these two books in 1727."* 

The author of this and the preceding work was Master of the Charter 
House in 1685; he is said to have missed the see of Canterbury on the 
death of Tillotson, on account of his work entitled " Archseologise Philo- 
sophies." He died in 1715.f

who was desirous of having the whole series engraved. He wished the 
engravings to be the precise representations of the originals. In his 
search, therefore, he was anxious to obtain an artist whose abilities were 
equal to the copying of the antique, and yet so much under command as 
not to improve any imperfection of the more moderate, or to fling on the 
more beautiful a cast of style, however admirable in itself, which the gem 
did not justify. It is not surprising, therefore, that some time elapsed 
before the Duke's inquiries met with success. 

44 At length, about the year 1724, M. Gosmond, a Frenchman, was 
recommended as well qualified to answer his Grace's expectations. 

44 The Duke, as was natural for a liberal man, evinced his satisfaction 
by many offices of generosity. But these unfortunately met with no 
grateful return : perhaps they were even the very cause of ingratitude. 
For M. Gosmond conceiving that he had so strong a hold of his patron's 
good opinion as to establish himself in the family, relaxed in his atten- 
tion, and by degrees entered into dissipation. The work now went on 
slowly, and objects of expense continued to increase on him. His calls 
on the Duke, therefore, were more frequent, while his claims for 
patronage were diminishing; and thus every day forfeiting the esteem of 
his noble employer, the Duke was under the necessity of declaring to 
him, when ninety-nine plates were finished, that he had already paid 
considerably more than the stipulated sum for the whole work, and with 
the hope of obliging him to be more attentive, refused to answer any 
further demands till the work should proceed less negligently. 

" Meeting with this unexpected refusal, and fearing the impatience of 
his creditors, M. Gosmond secretly left the kingdom, and carried many 
of the plates with him. What became of him after his return to the 
Continent is uncertain : inquiries were made, but they proved ineffectual. 

44 From this unlucky accident the Duke was frustrated in his purpose; 
nor was he enabled to make up a few sets for his friends of what even 
were done. For, either impressions from several of the plates were not 
taken, or, if they were, they had been carried away by M. Gosmond. 
It does not appear what the number of plates left in the possession of 
the Duke amounted to. The Rev. C. M. Cracherode, whose taste and 
munificence are well known, could never obtain, though he made it an 
object, more than one hundred and one. 
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" The following account it from Mr. Weft's Catalogue of Books, 
No. 2790— 

" 'The Duke op Devonshire's Cabinet op Gems, by Gosmond, 
39 plates, being all that were engraved. M. Gosmond, a Frenchman, 
was employed by the old Duke of Devonshire to engrave his cabinet of 
gems, but when he had gone through the few here collected, he ran 
away, leaving some plates behind, and carrying the rest with him. What 
plates came into the Duke's hands he favoured me with proofs from : 
another parcel was purchased in France by the Hon. B. Bathuret, and 
presented to me by him. A. D. 1730.' " • 

From the preceding note, it will easily be understood that copies of this 
work are extremely rare. Dr. Dibdin,f in his account of it, states that 
only four copies are known — viz. in the libraries of the Duke of Devon- 
shire, the late Mr. Cracherode, now in the British Museum (101 plates), 
Earl of Besborough, J and Earl Spencer : in addition to these, the editor 
has ascertained that there are copies in the possession of the following 
parties: — the Duke of Bedford (100 plates); Hunterian Museum, 
Glasgow; Sir J. Thorold, Mr. Botfield, Mr. Fountaine, and Sir A. 
Johnstone [formerly Mrs. Darner's] ; this last has ninety-eight plates. 

The original gems are in his Grace's mansion in Piccadilly.

The Latin of the first volume of this work was the composition of the 
late Jacob Bryant; and that of the second volume, of the late Rev. Dr. 
Cole, Prebendary of Westminster. The translation into French of the 
first volume was by Dr. Maty, and that of the second by Dr. Dutens. 
One hundred copies only are said to have been struck off, for presents. 
The gems were originally engraved with the inscription, " Ex Dactylio- 
theca Ducis Marlburiensis," on each, but this was subsequently erased, 
and the number of the plate inserted instead, above the subject; but no 
complete copies with the inscription are known. The plates are some- 
times found without the inscription or number; these are, of course, 
engraver's proofs. Mr. Wodehouse and Sir Mark Sykes had collected 
the largest number of impressions in both these states, which were 
dispersed at the sale of their prints, at very high prices. Other collectors 
have made the same attempt, with more or less success, as to number; 
yet, to the collector, impressions in both these states are very desirable, 
as the appearance of the ordinary copies is very inferior, owing to the 
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person employed being unaccustomed to copper-plate printing. Mr. 
Cracherode's copy, in the British Museum, contains a letter from the 
Duke of Marlborough, in which he says, " he has picked out some of the 
best impressions for him." Vol. I. contains duplicates of the following 
plates, with the inscription, viz. Plates II, X, XVII, XXII, XXIV, 
XXVIII, XXIX, XXXVI, XL, XLIII, XLIV, XLVII, L, all 
printed in red ink: but this is not the case with all the copies with the 
inscription ; as they are printed sometimes in this colour, and sometimes 
in black. 

The original gems, in pursuance of the late Duke of Marlborough's 
will, are deposited in the Bank of England, and it is believed that the 
copper-plates for this work are also in the same custody.

When the first Lord Shaftesbury fled into Holland, he gave 
Locke a Memoir of his Life, which that celebrated man destroyed, being 
alarmed at the fate of Algernon Sydney. About the year 1732, the then 
Earl of Shaftesbury placed the family papers and a manuscript memoir 
of his ancestor, written by Stringer (who had been clerk of the presenta- 
tions to Lord Shaftesbury) in the hands of Benjamin Martyn, who drew 
up this memoir ; but the Earl did not esteem it sufficiently finished for 
publication. Dr. Gregory Sharpe, Master of the Temple, commenced its 
revision, but relinquished it. The late Earl finally committed it to the 
care of Dr. Kippis, and gave him 500 pounds for his trouble. After the 
book and introduction by Kippis had been printed, a difference arose 
between the Earl of Shaftesbury and the Doctor, and Lord Shaftesbury 
caused the impression to be destroyed. The late Duke of Grafton 
obtained a copy which Dr. Kippis had preserved, and it is believed no 
other copy was ever sold." 

This copy wa> purchased by Mr. Singer, for the then firm of Colburn 
and Bentley, who intended to have published a new edition of the Life, 
but that intention has not yet been carried into effect. Dr. Kippis died 
in 1795 ; and it was at the sale of his library, that the Duke of Grafton 
obtained the copy mentioned by Mr. Evans; this volume was most 
probably printed some time between the years 1789 and 1795.

was announced by Mr. Prowett the bookseller, to appear in parts ; which 
intention having been communicated to Lord Yarborough, his lordship 
threatened to move for an injunction, on the ground that the copper- 
plates had been improperly obtained: but on Mr. Prowett undertaking 
that no more than two hundred and fifty copies should be printed, the 
publication was allowed to proceed. After the two hundred and fifty 
copies had been printed, of which twenty-five were on India paper, the 
copper-plates were destroyed, in the presence of Lord Yarborough's 
solicitor. 

That the copper-plates had been abstracted from the late Sir Richard 
Worsley in an improper manner, there can be little doubt. They were 
purchased by an eminent printseller at a pawnbroker's sale, and by him 
resold to Mr. Prowett, for 400/. The following copper-plates were 
missing, which the publisher was under the necessity of re-engraving for 
his new edition, viz. : — 

Portrait of Sir Richard Worsley - Vol.1. 

Death of General Wolfe ... - Vol. I. 

Two plates of antique Greek gems, nine subjects on each, Vol. I. 
The large folding plate of the basso-relievo of the Parthenon, Vol. 1 1. 

Soon after these had been executed, a person called upon the publisher, 
offering him the original plates for 150/.; the offer was declined. These 
plates, it is presumed, are now in existence. 

Sir Richard Worsley is said to have distributed no more than twenty- 
seven copies of the original edition; and to have given 200/. to the exe- 
cutors of a gentleman to whom he had presented one. It is scarcely 
possible, although the text for two hundred and fifty copies was printed, 
that that number of the original edition was ever completed: in all 
probability the text is either in existence, or has been condemned as 
waste paper. Mr. Townely's copy of the original edition was sold for 
96/. 12*. Copies of the original edition are in the British Museum, 
and in the library of the Society of Antiquaries. The drawings were 
sold a short time since by auction, for fifty guineas; and were purchased 
for Lord Yarborough.

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Nation by his late Majesty George IV. The letter of the Royal donor, 
together with a few extracts from the Report of the Committee appointed 
by the House of Commons, are here introduced, as necessary to the 
history of the Library. 

" Dear Lord Liverpool, 

" The Kino, my late revered and excellent father, having 
formed, during a long series of years, a most valuable and extensive 
Library, consisting of about one hundred and twenty thousand volumes, 
I have resolved to present this collection to the British Nation. 

"Whilst I have the satisfaction, by this means, of advancing the 
literature of my country, I also feel that I am paying a just tribute to 
the memory of a parent, whose life was adorned with every public and 
private virtue. 

" I desire to add, that I have great pleasure, my Lord, in making this 
communication through you. 

" Believe me, with great regard, 

" Your sincere friend, 
" Pavilion, Brighton, January 15, 1823. " G. R." 

The Committee appointed to report upon the Library, proceed to 
state, that "the general plan of its formation appears to have been 
determined upon by his late Majesty King George the Third, soon after 
his accession to the throne ; and the first extensive purchase which he 
made, was that of the library of Mr. Joseph Smith, the British consul at 
Venice, in 1762. 

" In 1 768, Mr. Barnard, the librarian, was sent to the Continent by 
his Majesty; and in France, Italy, and Germany, he bought numerous 
books, of great rarity and value. Previous to his departure, he received 
a letter from Dr. Johnson,* who frequently visited the Library, pointing 



* The admirable letter of this eminent man forming part of the history of 
the Royal collection, is not, it is trusted, inappropriately introduced. 

"Sir, 

" It is natural for a scholar to interest himself in an expe- 
dition undertaken, like yours, for the importation of literature ; and therefore, 
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out the best means of completing it. The rules laid down in that letter 
have been followed with unremitting attention. The Library has been 
considered as very complete, for its extent, in all branches of science 
and literature ; it is very rich in classics, in English history, in Italian, 
French, and Spanish literature, and in the scarce, early printed books of 
the fifteenth century. The sum expended in the purchase of Mr. Smith's 



not having travelled myself, I am very little qualified to give advice to a tra- 
veller ; yet, that 1 may not seem inattentive to a design so worthy of regard, I 
will try whether the present state of my health will suffer me to lay before you 
what observation or report have suggested to me, that may direct your inquiries, 
or facilitate your success. Things, of which the mere rarity makes the value, 
and which are prized at a high rate, by a wantonness rather than by use, are 
always passing from poorer to richer countries ; and therefore, though Germany 
and Italy were principally productive of typographical curiosities, 1 do not 
much imagine that they are now to be found there in great abundance. An 
eagerness for scarce books, and early editions, which prevailed among the 
English about half a century ago, filled our shops with all the splendour and 
nicety of literature; and when the Harleian Catalogue was published, many of 
the books were bought for the library of the King of France. 

" 1 believe, however, that by the diligence with which you have enlarged 
the library under your care, the present stock is so nearly exhausted, that, till 
new purchases supply the booksellers with new stores, you will not be able to 
do much more than glean up single books, as accident shall produce them -. 
this, therefore, is the time for visiting the Continent 

" What addition you ran hope to make by ransacking other countries, we 
will now consider. English literature you will not seek in any place but in 
England. Classical learning is diffused every where, and is not, except by 
accident, more copious in one part of the polite world than in another; but 
every country has literature of its own, which may be but gathered in its native 
•oil. The studies of the learned are influenced by forms of government, and 
modes of religion ; and therefore, those books are necessary and common in 
M>nie places, which, where different opinions or different manners prevail, are 
of little use, and for that reason, rarely to be found. 

"Thus, in Italy you may expect to meet with canonists and scholastic 
divines; in Germany with writers on the feudal law; and in Holland with 
civilians. The schoolmen and canonists must not lie neglected, for they are 
useful to many purposes, nor too anxiously sought, for their influence among 
us is much lessened by the Reformation. Of the canonists, at least, a few 
eminent writers may be sufficient. The schoolmen are of more general valae. 
But the feudal and ciwl law I canuot but wish to see complete. The feudal 
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library was about 10,000/., and the sum applied for the purchase of 
books, for a period of sixty years, has been about 2,000/. annually. It 
is also to be observed, that additions have been made to the collection 
by persons anxious to shew their respect to his late Majesty, and to 
promote his views. Among these, the late Mr. Jacob Bryant deserves 
particularly to be mentioned, as having enriched the Library with some 



constitution is the origin of the law of property, over all the civilized part of 
Europe ; and the civil law, as it is generally understood to include the law of 
nations, may be called, with great propriety, a regal study. Of these books, 
which have been often published, and diversified by various modes of impres- 
sion, our Royal Library should have at least the most curious edition, the most 
splendid, and the most useful. The roost curious edition is commonly the first, 
and the most useful may be expected among the last. Thus, of Tully's Offices, 
the edition of Fust is the most curious, and that of Graevius the most useful. 
The most splendid, the eye will discern. With the old printers you are now 
become well acquainted : if you can find any collection of their productions to 
be sold, you will undoubtedly buy it; but this can scarcely be hoped, and you 
must catch up single volumes where you can find them. In every place things 
often occur where they are least expected. I was shewn a Welsh Grammar, 
written in Welsh, and printed at Milan, I believe, before any Grammar of that 
language had been printed here. Of purchasing entire libraries, I know not 
whether the inconvenience may not overbalance the advantage. Of libraries 
collected with general views, one will have many books in common with 
another. When you have bought two collections, you will find that you have 
bought many books twice over, and many in each which you have left at home, 
and therefore did not want; and when you have selected a small number, you 
will have the rest to sell at a great loss, or to transport hither, at perhaps a 
greater. It will generally be more commodious to buy the few that you want, 
at a price somewhat advanced, than to incumber yourself with useless books. 
But libraries collected for particular studies, will be very valuable acquisitions. 
The collection of an eminent civilian, feudist, or mathematician, will perhaps 
have very few superfluities. Topography, or local history, prevails much, in 
many parts of the Continent. I have been told, that scarcely a village of Italy 
wants its historian. These books may be generally neglected, but some will 
deserve attention, by the celebrity of the place, the eminence of the authors, 
or the beauty of the sculptures. Sculpture has always been more cultivated 
among other nations than among us. The old art of cutting on wood, which 
decorated the books of ancient impression, was never carried here to any ex- 
cellence ; and the practice of engraving on copper which succeeded, has never 
been much employed among us in adorning books. The old books with wooden

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of the rarest specimens of the art of printing, at its commencement in 
this country. 

" The examination of the contents of the Royal Library, furnishes the 
strongest reason for placing it in the same building as the Museum 
Library; the former being very rich in many of those classes in which 
the latter is very deficient; particularly in works illustrative of the 



ruts are to be diligently sought ; the designs were very often made by great 
matters, and the prints are such as cannot be made by any artist now living. 
It will be of great use to collect in every place maps of the adjacent country, 
and plans of towns, buildings, and gardens. By this care you will form a more 
valuable body of geography than can otherwise be had. Many countries have 
l«en very exactly surveyed ; but it must not be expected thst the exactness of 
actual mensuration will be preserved, when the maps are reduced by a con- 
tracted scale, and incorporated into a general system. 

"The King of Sardinia's Italian dominions are not large; yet the maps 
made of them in the reign of Victor, fill two atlantic folios. This part of your 
design will deserve particular regard, because, in this, your success will always 
he proportionate to your diligence. 

" You are too well acquainted with literary history, not to know that many 
books derive their value from the reputation of the printers. Of the celebrated 
printers you do not need to be informed; and if you did, might consult Baillet. 
' Jugemens des Scavans.' The productions of Aldus are enumerated in the 
Rihliotheca Grcca, so that you may know when you have tbera all, which is 
always of us#\ as it prevents needless search. The great ornaments of a library 
furnished for magnificence as well as use, are the first editions, of which, there- 
fore, 1 would not willingly neglect the mention. You know, Sir, that the 
annals of typography begin with the Codex, 1457 ; but there is just reason to 
believe, that there are latent in obscure corners, books printed before it The 
secular feast in memory of the invention of printing, is celebrated in the fortieth 
year of the century; if this tradition, therefore, is right, the art had in 1467 
been already exercised nineteen years. 

" There prevails among typographical antiquaries a vague opinion, that the 
Bible had been printed three times before the edition of 1463, which Calmet 
ralU *' la premiere edition bien averce." One of these editions has been lately 
discovered in a convent, and transplanted into the French King's Library. 
Another ropy has likewise been found, but I know not whether the same 
impression, or another. These discoveries are sufficient to raise hope, and 
instigate inquiry. In the purchase of old books, let me recommend you to 
inquire with great caution, whether they are perfect. In the first edition, the 
loss of a leaf is not easily observed. You remember how Dear we both were to 
purchasing a mutilated missal at a high price. 
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history of printing, in geography, in heraldry and antiquity, in theology, 
in various branches of belles lettres, in grammars and dictionaries, in 
Italian and Spanish literature, and in general history."

" All this, perhaps, you know already, and therefore my letter may be of no 
use. I am, however, desirous to shew you, that I wish prosperity to your 
undertaking. One advice more I will give, of more importance than all the 
rest; of which I, therefore, hope you will have still less need. You are going 
into a part of the world, divided, as it is said, between bigotry and atheism: 
such representations are always hyperbolical ; but there is certainly enough of 
both to alarm any mind solicitous for piety and truth : let not the contempt of 
superstition precipitate into infidelity, or the horror of infidelity ensnare you into 
superstition. I sincerely wish you successful and happy, for,

The collection of books here deposited, is considered to consist of 
about 80,000 volumes; exclusive of the valuable collection of maps, 
plans, and topographical views, the catalogue of which is contained in the 
volume before mentioned. About thirty-five works, consisting, for the 
most part, of books printed before the fifteenth century, and which had 
been presented to his Majesty George III. by the celebrated Jacob 
Bryant, were retained ; and a MS. volume of Memoranda, by Dr. John- 
son, presented to the King by Benet Langton, Esq. 

Two hundred copies of the Catalogue were printed, the expense of 
which was defrayed by a parliamentary vote. A very liberal distribution 
was made of them; viz. to the members of the Royal family, the 
cabinet ministers, the Universities, and other literary establishments of 
the United Kingdom ; to most of the foreign Potentates, Academies, and 
literary Societies of the Continent. 

In addition to the library, maps, and topographical drawings, a very 
valuable cabinet of ancient and modern coins and medals, was also pre- 
sented to the British Museum. It contains nearly 16,000 pieces, and is 
particularly rich in German coins, and in early Italian, English, and 
Dutch medals.

This splendid representation of the valuable collection of marbles in 
the possession of his Grace the Duke of Bedford, was printed at the 
expense of his Grace, and has been very liberally distributed among the 
friends and patrons of art. 

The gallery in which this fine collection is deposited, "was built in the 
year 1789, from designs by Henry Holland, Esq. It was originally 
intended for a green-house, and was converted to its present use, and its 
floor inlaid with Devonshire marble, in the year 1 820. Its dimensions 
are, 138 feet in length; 25 feet in breadth; and 22 feet, 7 inches, in 
height. In the centre of the building are eight magnificent columns, 
supporting a dome ; each column consists of one entire shaft : they are 
all ancient, and were discovered in excavations made at Rome, by the 
late Mr. Brand, of the Hoo. Two of them of Breccia Africana, and two 
of Rigio. Their white marble capitals are also antique, and were dig-

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covered in the same excavations: they are of a very rich composite 
••rder, containing ornaments added to the combined decorations of the 
Ionic and Corinthian styles. At the eastern end of the Sculpture 
Gallery, is the Temple of Liberty. At the western end, is the Temple 
•if the Graces. The visitor is conducted into the Gallery, through a 
*mall ante-room, on the walls of which are engravings of some of 
Canova's most beautiful statues and groups of sculpture. Opposite to 
the entrance is a marble bust, by Garrard, of Mr. Holland, who built 
the Sculpture Gallery; and another bust, by Chantrey, of Kollekens, 
whose works adorn the interior of the Temple of Liberty."

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The foundation of the splendid pile described in this work, was laid 
mi the 2">th October, 1808, in the presence of the noble owner, John 
William, Karl of Bridge water; Jand the building was inhabited on the 
1 1th of October, 1814. The founder of the mansion died on the 21st of 
October, 1823; and bequeathed this estate to his great nephew, fettered 
with singular conditions, which the annexed extract from the will itself 
will shew.*

Mr. Willement, who has done more than any other artist of his day 
toward a restoration of the true character of heraldic design, published 
a lithographed fac-simile of this contemporary roll in his possession, in 
wntch the arms were emblazoned in strict imitation of the original 
vellum ; and dedicated it to the Earl of Abergavenny, K.T. Such rolls, 
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or lists of the peers of parliament, it was the custom, at least as early as 
the reign of Henry VIII., for Garter King of Arms to prepare; they 
were similar, excepting with respect to the arms, to those lists which, 
since the Restoration, Garter has regularly presented to the House at 
the commencement of each session. This publication, as a fac-simile, is 
valuable in an heraldic point of view, as affording contemporary evidence 
of armorial bearings, and as specimens of the style of emblazoning 
heraldry at the commencement of the sixteenth century. 

Mr. Willement, in this publication, which was confined to fifty copies, 
adapted it to the provisions of the Acts of Queen Anne and George III. 
for the encouragement of learning, to avoid the obligation of delivering 
eleven emblazoned copies out of the fifty; he afterward gratuitously 
distributed this tract, replete with information relative to the Roll, to 
prevent the obnoxious claim on the part of the Libraries. Beside a 
preface, at the end of which is the author's mark, T. W., with the motto, 
9u00p fuen come je poujcop, there is an explanatory index of the coats 
of arms, fifty in number, consisting of nine pages. 

Thomas Willement, F.S.A., is also the author of "Regal Heraldry," 
a very curious work ; and is distinguished as a glass-painter. Specimens 
of his excellence in this peculiar branch of art, are, a window on the 
stair-case at Eridge Castle ; the altar window in the new church of St. 
Dunstan, Fleet-street; and one in Tyldesley Church, Lancashire; the last 
copied from the fine altar-piece, at Magdalen College, Oxford. A very 
fine window, painted for the Earl of Shrewsbury, at Alton-Towers, near 
Ashbourn, is, perhaps, his very best performance in glass.

Of the whole family of Willows, the Salix 
Babylonica (weeping-willow) seems to be the only one that ha* hitherto 
found its way into our dressed gardens, or pleasure grounds : this, from 
the graceful nature of its growth, must ever be a pleasing object in our 
home scenery ; and an interesting one, from the record of the Psalmist, 
which gives a sanctity to its name: —

The author of this volume is a Bank Director, and nephew of Dr. 
Heath, whose valuable library was disposed of by public auction in 1810, 
by the late Mr. Jeffrey. 

"The Grocers' Company," says the author, in his preface, "is the 
most ancient of the twelve great companies in London ; and as it was, 
undoubtedly, the first commercial corporation ever known in England 
and one from which sprung, in after-times, some of our great mercantile 
establishments, it has frequently been a source of surprise and regret 
that there should exist no account of the origin and proceedings of this 
venerable body." 

A reviewer, in the Gentleman's Magazine,* says, — " We cannot pass 
over Mr. Heath's masterly vindication of Sir John Cutler, whose memory 
has been ' damned to everlasting fame,' by Pope. Our author shows 
that he was a liberal benefactor to the company in his life-time, by 
erecting buildings at the hall after the fire of London, and the founder 
of a lecture at Gresham College, for the benefit of Stock the mathema- 
tician; beside which, he repaired St. Margaret's church, at Westminster, 
and built a gallery for the sole use of the poor. Upon these facts, Mr.

he had purchased for that purpose." 

It is hardly to be expected, that Mr. Heath's spirited example will find 
many followers among the other City Companies: but it is hoped that it 
may induce those, who manage their affairs, to devote some portion of 
their revenues to the investigation of their early history; and we think it 
would well become a company like that of the Stationers, so intimately 
connected with the early literary history of the country, not to be last in 
following so liberal an example. 

Mr. Heath's own copy of this History of the Grocers, is illustrated, to 
a very great extent, by drawings and prints of every member of the 
company, as well as the arms of every distinguished person connected 
with it : among them is a very fine copy of the portrait of Sir John 
Cutler, now in their hall The drawings were made by G. P. Harding : 
the illustrations added, form four volumes in folio size.

The rest of the Arundel MSS. were given to the Royal Society; and 
have, in pursuance of a bargain between the Council of that learned 
body and the Tnistees of the British Museum, made in 1829, become the 
property of the latter. They appear to have been valued at 3559/. 3*. ; 
which sum was to Ik* paid to the Royal Society in books computed of 
that value; the Trustees of the Museum undertaking to sell certain of 
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their duplicates, and to apply the funds arising therefrom to the purchase 
of such scientific works as the Council and Fellows of the Royal Society 
should choose ; eventually, however, books to the amount of 455/. only, 
were taken, and the remainder was paid in money. It is not very 
probable, that learned body will ever again have the opportunity of 
bartering so valuable a gift ; for few persons will hereafter be disposed 
to leave anything to a Society, whose Council could recommend, and 
whose Fellows sanctioned, that disposal of them.

Sharp. The story of the Worme of Lambton being a very interesting 
one, the editor has introduced the account, from Mr. Surtees' valuable 
History of Durham : — 

" The heir of Lambton,* fishing, as was his profane custom, in the 
Wear on a Sunday, hooked a small worm or eft, which he carelessly 
threw into a well, and thought no more of the adventure. The worm 
(at first neglected) grew till it was too large for its first habitation ; and 
issuing forth from the Worm Well, betook itself to the Wear, where it 
usually lay a part of the day, coiled round a crag in the middle of the 
water; it also frequented a green mound near the well (the Worm Hill), 
where it lapped itself nine times round, leaving vermicular traces, of 
which, grave living witnesses depose that they have seen the vestiges. 
It now became the terror of the country ; and amongst other enormities, 
levied a daily contribution of nine cows' milk, which was always placed 
for it at the green hill, and in default of which it devoured man and 
beast. Young Lambton had, it seems, meanwhile, totally repented him 
of his former life and conversation; had bathed himself in a bath of holy 
water, taken the sign of the cross, and joined the Crusaders. On his 
return home, he was extremely shocked at witnessing the effects of his 
youthful imprudences, and immediately undertook the adventure. After 
several fierce combats, in which the Crusader was foiled by his enemy's 
power of self-union, he found it expedient to add policy to courage, and 
not perhaps possessing much of the former quality, he went to consult a 
witch, or wise woman. By her judicious advice, he armed himself in a 
coat of mail studded with razor blades; and thus prepared, placed 
himself on the crag in the river, and awaited the monster's arrival. At 
the usual time the Worm came to the rock, and wound himself with 



• " The tradition, however, is not constant as to young Lambton, the hero of 
the tale, being the original fisherman. The transgression is sometimes attri- 
buted to a wicked quidam, with many vulgar additions. 
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great fury round the armed knight, who had the satisfaction to see his 
enemy cut in pieces by his own efforts, whilst the stream washing away 
the severed parts, prevented the possibility of re-union. There is still a 
sequel to the story : the witch had promised Lambton success only on 
one condition, that he should slay the first living thing which met his 
sight after the victor}'. To avoid the possibility of human slaughter, 
Lambton had directed his father, that as soon as he heard him souud 
three blasts on his bugle, in token of the achievement performed, he 
should release his favourite greyhound, which would immediately fly to 
the »ound of the horn, and was destined to be the sacrifice. On hearing 
hi* son's bugle, however, the old chief was so overjoyed, that he forgot 
the injunctions, and ran himself with open arms to meet his son. Instead 
of committing a parricide, the conqueror again repaired to his adviser, 
who pronounced, as the alternative of disobeying the original instructions, 
that no chief of the Lambtons should die in his bed for seven, or (as 
some accounts say) for nine generations — a commutation which to a 
martial spirit had nothing probably very terrible, and which was willingly 
complied with. 

"The story, such as it is, full of plot and incident, certainly ranks 
amongst the most popular traditions of this country, and has been trans- 
mitted, with very little variation, for centuries, from father to son ; and 
various facts have been pressed into the service, to establish the commi- 
nution of sudden death that has been supposed to hang over the family. 
1*he date of the story is of course uncertain ; but nine ascending gene- 
rations from the late General Lambton (in whom popular tradition 
affirmed the curse to expire) would exactly reach to Sir John Lambton, 
knight of Rhodes, of whom this curious entry stands in an old MS. 
pedigree, lately in the possession of the family of Middleton, of 
OfTerton : — 

" ' Johan Lambcton that slewe >• Worme was knight of Rhoodes and 
Lord of I^ambeton and Wod Apilton efter the dethe of fower brothers 
tan* esshewe masle. His son Robert La npton was drowned at Newe- 
brigg.' That the knight ever succeeded to the family estates, however, 
contradicts the proven pedigree. 

14 The Worm Hill stands not within the domain of Lambton, but on 
the north bank of the Wear, in the estate of North Biddick, a mile and 
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a half, it may be, from old Lambton Hall. The Hill is a small artificial 
cone, formed of common earth and river gravel The Worm Well lies 
betwixt the Hill and the Wear.* Half a century ago, the Worm Well 
was in repute as a Wishing Welly and was one of the scenes dedicated to 
the usual festivities and superstitions of Midsummer eve; a crooked pin 
may sometimes be still discovered, sparkling amongst the clear gravel at 
the bottom of its basin.-} 

"The Lambton Worm belongs to a class of household tales, the 
genuine appendages of ancient families long occupying the same ground 
and station ; and perhaps no other certain deduction can be drawn from 
such legends, excepting that the families to which they relate, are of 
ancient popular reputation, against whose gentle condition ( the memory 
of man runneth not to the contrary.' Sometimes, indeed, the tale 
relates to the founder of the family, the true story of whose establish- 
ment being long forgotten, tradition has thrown a misty halo round his 
brows. Like the preux chevalier of romance, the homo propositus of the 
name goes forth to slay wolf, bear, or wivern ; and if on his return he 
does not marry the king's daughter, he at least receives broad lands and 
livings as his guerdon. To this class belong the Worm of Sock burn, 
the Brawn of Pollard's Dene (both which have faulchion evidence), the 
Boar of Kentmere, and that other Brawn of Brancepath, whom Roger 
de Fery slew treacherously in a pit-fall at Cleves Cross. J But the 
Lambtons were a family of good and valorous repute long before the 
date of their family legend (which only ascends to the fourteenth cen- 
tury) ; and it does not appear that the hero of the tale reaped any thing 
from his adventure, except the honour of the achievement, and a very 
singular curse on his descendants to the ninth generation."

This volume is compiled by Daniel Rowland, Esq., agent to the 
present Earl of Abergavenny; the male representative of a baronial 
line of that once splendid and illustrious House of Neville. To all 
readers of English history, the name of Neville is familiar; and until 
the close of the reign of the Tudoes, few events of historical importance 
occurred, without the association of the names of some of this aspiring 
and powerful family. The distinguished and able historian of Durham, 
speaking of this noble race, remarks: "The Earls of Westmoreland, 
though extremely powerful, possessed only the natural influence of their 
high rank and extended property, and remained uniformly loyal to the 
reigning line; whilst the issue of their father's second bed, the Nevills 
of Salisbury and Warwick, soared to the highest offices of the state, 
and were the chief agents in the destruction of their kindred blood of 
Lancaster. Salisbury, Warwick, and Montagu, perished in the storm 
which they had raised ; and their blood, mingled with that of Plantagenet, 
flowed on the scaffold, under the Tudors. The succeeding age saw the 
House of Westmoreland plunged in irretrievable ruin : and now, of all 
this stately branching cedar, whose boughs once shadowed the land, the 
line of Abergavenny, not distinguished in the modern Peerage either by 
superior titles or splendid fortunes, alone remains." — I. lvii.

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correspondent with the character of the noble House, and the design of 
the valuable work which they are intended to illustrate, will be found in

The peculiar interest of the question discussed in this volume, as 
relating perhaps remotely to the succession of the Hanoverian crown, 
has procured for it some considerable attention. It was privately 
printed and circulated, with a view to put the friends of Sir Augustus 
d'Este in possession of the opinions of Dr. Lushingtorf and Mr. Richards, 
respecting the marriage of his Royal Highness the Duke of Sussex to 
Lady Augusta Murray, at Rome, in 1793. That marriage was dissolved 
by the Court of Arches in 1794. Some additional evidence respecting it 
having been obtained by Sir Augustus d'Este (not formerly before the 
Court of Arches), which induced him to consider that a marriage beyond 
sea, and out of the jurisdiction either of the British crown or British 
parliament, was not affected by the Royal Marriage Act of 12 Geo. III., 
he submitted a case to those learned Counsel; who, after " great consi- 
deration," have pronounced their opinion, that the Act in question does 
not extend to marriages of the descendants of George II., solemnized 
bona fide out of Great Britain, and beyond the limits of British jurisdic- 
tion; and that the marriage at Rome was not impeachable under that 
statute.

The editor feels that the best account he can give of this very 
curious volume, will be found in the subjoined letter from Mr. Collier, 
addressed to Thomas Amyot, Esq., Treasurer of the Society of Anti- 
quaries: — 

" 23, Hunter-street, Bnmswick~tquare , 
"Dec. 22, 1831. 
" My dear Sir, 

"I am directed by the Duke of Devonshire to present 
to the Society of Antiquaries a Fac-simile of the Sketch-book of Inigo 
Jones; and I may with peculiar propriety make you the medium of this 
communication, inasmuch as his Grace in the first instance, and as a 
personal testimony, gave you a copy of it. The original is a relic of 
extraordinary value and curiosity, consisting of drawings in pen and 
ink, with accompanying illustrative remarks and general observations, 
entirely by the hand of the architect of the Banqueting House at White- 
hall; and it affords evidence of the great diligence, as well as of the 
skill and taste of the author. It was made while he was in Italy, in the 
year 1614. 

'* The Sketches are not only from statues and reliefs, but from pictures 
by the most celebrated masters of the Italian schools ; and the motto 
chosen by this distinguished man, and prefixed to his Sketch-book, 
supplies an interesting characteristic, shewing that at the age of forty- 
two, Inigo Jones thought himself happy only while he was improving 
his taste, enlarging his mind, and laying in fresh stores of science — 

' Altro diletto che imparar non trovo,' 

" Another circumstance connected with this production deserves 
notice. It is known that Inigo Jones evinced his earliest fondness for 
the arts in Landscape Painting, and in the Duke of Devonshire's col- 
lection at Chiswick is a rare specimen of his skill in this department 
Although Inigo Jones had been appointed Architect to the King of 
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Denmark before the year 1606, the Sketch-book does not contain a 
single design, hint, or note, of or for any building, public or private ; 
while it is obvious from every page, that the author was studying the 
human figure with great care, and delineating the features of the human 
face in minute detail. Hence it would seem, that in 1614 he was 
devoting his attention very much to painting and sculpture; as if 
anxious to supply deficiencies of which he was aware, and as if this, his 
second visit to the Continent, had been undertaken chiefly with that 
purpose. It will be seen that nothing was too great for his ambition, 
nothing too insignificant for his observation — from the Last Judgment of 
Michael Angelo, to the simplest folds of drapery. 

" The Sketch-book of Inigo Jones also serves to clear up a point in 
his biography ; of the more importance, because it has relation to his 
quarrel with Ben Jonson. On the first page it bears the date of ' Rome, 
1614,' which at once settles the question disputed by Mr. GiflTord and 
Mr. A. Chalmers, whether the disagreement between Inigo Jones and 
Ben Jonson ' commenced in 1614.' Of course, it could not 4 commence ' 
while Inigo Jones was in Italy; and the hostility certainly did not break 
out until a much later period, viz. Christmas 1631-2. Inigo Jones at 
that date took offence that Ben Jonson had omitted his name on the 
title-page of the Masque of ' Chloridia,' on the preparations and scenery 
for which Inigo Jones had been engaged. This circumstance establishes 
that Ben Jonson had no reference to Inigo Jones, in his ' Bartholomew 
Fair,' acted in 1614, the very year when Inigo Jones was in Italy, while 
it tends to fix upon him the ridicule contained in ' The Tale of a Tub,' 
which was performed in 1633. 

41 The precise date when Inigo Jones returned to England has not 
been ascertained, but his departure has been erroneously stated to have 
taken place in 1612. It appears by a Privy Seal, published by me in 
'The Annals of the Stage, and History of Dramatic Poetry,' that Inigo 
Jones was engaged in January 1612-13, in making arrangements for a 
Masque at Court He probably left this country soon afterwards. 

44 The Sketch-book is only a very small part of the valuable remains 
connected with the life and reputation of Inigo Jones, transmitted to 
the Duke of Devonshire by the celebrated Earl of Burlington. Inigo 
Jones, with some interruptions in consequence of absence from England, 
superintended most of the court entertainments, from the accession of 
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James the First to the commencement of the Civil Wars; and at Devon- 
shire House are preserved the original designs, not only of the scenes 
but of the characters, for the Masques at the different royal residences. 
The details of all the fantastic habiliments are given with the utmost 
minuteness, both as to form and colour; and the sketches for large views 
of rocks, waterfalls, woods, palaces, or temples, illustrate most remark- 
ably the contrivances for the representation of those splendid shows 
which were the peculiar delight of our first Stuart, and of his unfortunate 
successor. 

" With regard to the execution of the Fac-simile which accompanies 
this letter, as I carefully watched its progress through the hands of the 
lithographer, I may be allowed to say that it is both faithful and spirited, 
and that it gives an exact notion, externally and internally, of the 
original. Having gone over the pages of the manuscript while it was 
in my custody* you also can bear testimony to the accuracy of the 
imitation. 

14 The impressions were limited very far below the demands upon the 
liberality of the Duke of Devonshire ; but his Grace felt that antiquaries 
must take a peculiar interest in the subject; and, although not himself a 
member, his known attachment to the objects of this Society, and his 
strong desire to promote them, have induced his Grace to send a copy 
for its acceptance.

On the accession of his present Majesty, a new commission was issued 
under the great seal, appointing Commissioners to inquire into the state 
of Public Records, and to take measures for their more convenient use, 
and better preservation. Hie proceedings of the old Commission had 
long been subjected, through the press, to strong animadversions. Con- 
siderable abuses had no doubt prevailed under the old system; and a 
most extravagant expenditure had taken place. The appointment of a 
new Commission, with a new Secretary, naturally induced some inquiry 
as to the proceedings of the former one, and into the conduct and remu- 
neration of the parties employed under it. Such inquiry, as might be 
expected, led to charges and explanations, which appeared in the form of 
letters and pamphlets, addressed chiefly to the Commissioners in general, 
or to individual Members of the Board. As some of them contain 
valuable information connected with the Public Records, and the subject 
being, in every way, interesting and important to the public in general, 
the Editor has obtained an account of such as were privately printed, 
either by order of the Board, by the Secretary, or by the authors of the 
different pamphlets. The impressions, in most cases, were very limited 
in number, and confined to private circulation. Upon the merits or 
demerits of the several questions agitated, it is neither necessary nor 
within the scope of the Editor's work to enter.

The publication originated with a few individuals, who associated them- 
selves together, and obtained a subscription for the purpose of presenting 
to the public, under the editorship of Sir Nicholas Harris Nicolas, this 
curious roll, accompanied by historical and biographical illustrations.

escheated to the King jure Cororur, and not jure Ducatus. The dissent 
of the chancellor and council of the Duchy from that opinion, led to the 
submission of the case to the successors in office of Sir J. Scarlett 
and Sir E. Sugden — Sir Thomas Denman and Sir William Home — who 
concurred with their predecessors, and thought, " the property belonged 
to the Crown, by virtue of its prerogative; not in right of the Duchy of 
Lancaster."

" The manuscripts in the Library of the Inner Temple are more than 
four hundred in number; many of them are on subjects of divinity, 
general history, &c. &c; others are ancient MSS. of English historians; 
and the remainder treat on parliamentary matters, statute and common 
law, and on ecclesiastical matters, or are copies and extracts from 
records, repertories to other repositories, and miscellaneous. These 
MSS. were originally in part collected and partly composed by William 
Petyt, Esq., a learned antiquary of the seventeenth century, and 
keeper of the records in the Tower; who bequeathed them to the Hon. 
Society of the Inner Temple. The MSS. are in good preservation, and 
easily accessible. Particulars of their contents are in the First Report 
of the Public Records, pp. 375 — 378; which also contains an account of

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the MSS. relative to our national history and jurisprudence, in Lincoln's 
Inn Library, and in the libraries of other public bodies, of whose con- 
tents, whether printed or MS., no catalogues are extant The library of 
Lincoln's Inn comprises the valuable collections of that eminently 
upright judge, Sir Matthew Hale."
